TRUCK SALES UP 


Show Increases of 67 
And 113% in 1929 
Over 1928 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Com- 

mercial car registration re- 
turns for 1929 from Texas and 
Louisiana, two important South- 
ern states, disclose that the truck 
business in that section of the 
country last year was at a high 
level of prosperity, with sales set- 
ting new high records in both 
states. 

Both of these states benefited by 
flood control work alcng the oanks 
of the Mississippi and heavy build- 
ing operations in. the larger cities 

Sales of new commercial cars in 
Texas iuring the year, as indicated 
by the actual registrat‘ons, always 
somewhat under the actual sales, 
amounted to 33,381, as compared 
with 19,886 in the preceding year, 
this amounting to an increase of 
13.495, which is equal to 67 per cent 

Louisiana sales showed a still 
greater percentage increase tre 
registrations reaching 7,314 in 1929, 
as against 3.431 in 1928, an increase 
of 3,883. which is equivalent to a 113 
per cent. gain over the preceding 
year. 

An encouraging feature of the 
business in both these states is 
"the fact that sales remained at a 
high level right up to the end of 
the year, with both states show- 
ing gains in December over the 
corresponding month of 1928. 

Sales of new trucks in Texas in 
the final month of 1929 amounted 
to 1,616, compared with 908 in 
the corresponding period of 1923, an 
increase of 708 units, equal to 77 
per cent.

Chevrolet sales also were compar- 
ing very favovably with previous 
records and that company’s prod- 
ucts seemed to be running closer to 
Ford than in previous months. The 
sales of other lines, however, were 
far less impressive.

DETROIT, Feb. 11.—Final 

turns from all counties of 
Michigan show that the registra- 
tions of new passenger automo- 
biles in the state in 1929 amount- 
ed to 253,810, a new high record 
and comparing with 202,000 in 
1928, an increase for the year of 
approximately 51,000 units, equiva- 
lent to 25 per cent.

The two words “distribution” and 


“marketing” are also quite commonly 


used to cover this activity. 

Since everybody is interested in 
“marketing,” a clearer understand- 
ing of the word might be of assis- 
tance to wholesalers generally 

“Marketing” covers all the tangi le 
and intangible methods and proc- 
esses used by a manufacturer to 
effect the change ‘n ownership as 
between the manufacturer and the 
consumer. 

Distribution” is designated as the 
machinery, or tangible methods and 
processes by which the manu- 
facturer conveys his goods to the 
consumer The functions or this 
machinery are the divers_ services 
performed by the automotive jobber 

“Warehousing” deals with the as- 
semblage and storing of large stocks 
of goods which are in process of 
being transferred to the consumer in 
small quantiiles. In the automotive 
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gost jobbers started their busi- 
A ness careers with the wrong 
idea about competition. They 
wished there was no such thing. 
They thought it was competition 
that was holding them back. They 
thought they would get ahead 
faster if they had it all their own 
way in their particular field of 
affairs. 
When opened their 
stores their idea of good luck was 
to have something happen to the 
other fellow; something that would 
take the business from him and give 
it to them. Not all of them have 
yet come to the realization that 
the elimination of competitiors is 
not necessary to success and is not 
even the best way to succeed. They 
are still hoping something will hap- 
pen to the other fellow 

This is a selfish attitude. and it is 
the wrong attitude They know 
their fellow citizens must engage in 
some occupation, but they want 
them to choose an occupation like 
somebody else's, not like theirs. The 
druggist would be glad if the other 
druggists would change over to 
jeweiry and the jeweler wishes all 
the other jewelers would become 
druggists Tnis is human nature, 
but not at its best. It could not be 
carried out to its logical conclusion; 
it is too illogical. 

The community where business is 
best and where life is happiest 1s 
one where all things are made to 
work together for the good of the 
whole people; the community where 
all the business people co-operate in 
the development of the general wel- 
fare. It must be a community where 
the business men are not wondering 
how they can pull a little more trade 
from competitors. but how they can 
work with their competitors to brjng 
in more trade from outside in order 
to make more business for every- 
body. There's an old joke about the 
man and his wife who were blown 
out of the window of their home by 
some great explosion within, and the 
neighbors ‘said that was the first 
time they had been seen going out 
together in ten years. There are 
some business men who won't go 
along with their competitors on any 
local proposition unless compelled 
by some force over which they have 
no control 

It is sad to see a town where the 
business men are all at one another's 
throats

When a man will not 
his fellow citizens for the good of 
the community. the community will 
be better off without him. There 
are in most towns some business men 
of whose funerals one might well 
say as Judge Hoar once said when 
asked if he was going to attend the 
funeral of a certain man: “I can't 
be there. but I approve of it.” 

Men who are irritated. perhaps 
angered, by competition are apt to 
be men who resent improvement 
methods in their field of business, 
especially if it be temporarily to 
their disadvantage. When Murdock, 
the inventor of the rotary engine, 
sought a charter he was opposed by 
millers and meal producers who 
foresaw it would affect their busi- 
ness. “If flour is ground by steam,” 
they said, “wind and water mills will 
stop and men will be thrown out of 
employment.” In other words, “We 
see something coming that is going 
to hit our -business a wallop. Let's 
block it if we can.” 

Men are coming to realize that 
that attitude is not profitable nor 
popular. We are coming to a period 
when every business man*believes in 
helping every other business man 
in the community, realizing that 
failures, even of competitors. hurt 
his own interests Horace Porter 
once declared that “It is time to 
abandon the path of ambition when 
two cannot walk abreast in it.”

It 
includes both the “selling” process 
and the “advertising” process, in 
addition to all other efforts which 
may be used to move goods. 

Clearing up the meanin: of the 
words we use is not merely a short 
lesson in English grammar; it is 
far more important even than that. 
Clarifying the terminolozy in gen- 
eral use will tend to make a man 
think along more definite lines, of 
definite functions and their rela- 
tions with each other, and clear 
thinking is one of the virtues which 
are just now very much in demand 
in the automotive world.

dual, or if the present tires are of 
the solid type would a change-over 
be advantageous? 

The United States Rubber Com- 
pany has completed a careful study 
of this problem and the results of 
its work have been clearly set forth 
in the new manual, which, while 
of technical nature, can be readily 
understood by the layman. _ 

Today there are three main types 
of truck and motor coach tires— 
pneumatic, cushion and solid—and 
all brought to a high state of per- 
fection through years of experience 
and development Each type has 
its own special field of operation, 
@nd measured by the yardstick of 
efficient transportation cost — the 
ton mile or passenger mile, which 
includes all factors of expense, de- 
preciation. time and distance—each 
type. when carefully selected for any 
specific case. will render more sat- 
isfactory service and at a lower cost 
than the other two. 

The highiy developed solid tire of 
today has a definite and distinct 
field of its own and for heavy duty, 
slaw speed work, it probably never 
will be entirely supplanted by the 
pneumatic tire, except where pro- 
hibited vv legislation. However. 
with the changed operating condi- 
tions of modern commercial trans- 
portation with its faster speeds, 
heavier loads and improved high- 
ways, there are many instances 
where the pneumatic tire has cer- 
tain advantages over the solid. 

In addition, some states have en- 
acted laws limiting the use of solid 
tires on the state highways. Other 
States are at present considering 
legislation tinat will prohibit entirely 
to use of solid-tire-equipped trucks 
on state highways.

Thus, the problem resolves down |

Change-Over Considerations 
In the final analysis increased 
profits or savings are the reasons 
for the operation of all commexcial 
vehicles. Consequently each change- 
Over proposition must be considered 
on its individual merits. It is im- 
possible to state any general rule to} 
govern the practice even when iden- 
tical vehicles are concerned If 
their operating conditions vary. 
solid tires may be the correct equip- 
ment for some and pneumatics for 
others. However, from reliable 
sources it, has been estimated that! 
about 75 per cent. of the trucks now | 
operating on solid tires could be 
profitably changed over to pneu- 
matics. 
Assuming that a chanze-over is 
being considered only with a view 
toward lower ccst per ton or trip 
mile, it is well to consider whether 
or not the maximum in results is 
now being secured. If the vehicle 
concerned is regularly operated un- 
der traffic conditions that prevent 
high speed there is little advantage 
in equipping for the _ increased 
speed possible with pneumatic tires. 
If conditions of routing are such 
that no practical advantage may be 
achieved through time saving. then 
the expenditure for new tire equip- 
ment is unnecessary.

approximately the same overall diameter. 


To replace with a balloon tire read down the load column to the 


next higher carrying capacity of a balloon, since there is none with a load capacity equal to the 40 by 10 
solid, and we find that the 9.75-22 dual with a rated load of 8400 pounds and an overall diameter of 42.53 


inches is the correct size to use.
